Beggars Welcome 

In today's psalm, we read how devastating sin is. The psalmist cries out, "When I kept silent, my bones 
wasted away through my groaning all day long. For day and night Your hand was heavy upon me; my strength 
was sapped as in the heat of summer." Sin is a terrible burden. We long to be released. But we find no release 
in the world. 

Today's Gospel is the parable of the Prodigal Son. It's a great lesson for us, for we are all prodigals. Isaiah 
the prophet writes, "All we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned, every one to his own way." That's us. 
Straying sheep. 

One definition of prodigal is "a recklessly extravagant consumer." But prodigal is more than that. The 
prodigal believes only in himself, and he feeds his desires without thought of much else. Eventually, the burden 
descends. Eventually, we prodigals cry out with the psalmist, "my bones are wasted away through my groaning 
all day long." 

And in our despair, we decide to go home. In our shame, we dread a homecoming, but there is nothing else. 
"Then I acknowledged my sin to you and did not cover up my iniquity. I said, 'I will confess my transgressions to 
the LORD,' and you forgave the guilt of my sin.'" 

On his death bed, Martin Luther is reported to have said, "In the end, we are all beggars." That's us. Bur- 
dened by sin and shame, we are left with nothing but a plea for forgiveness. 

God weeps because we are separated from Him. But, praise God, He opens His arms to us when we come 
back. We are forgiven. We are made new. For "if anyone is in Christ, he is a new creation; the old has gone, the 
new has come!" 

Repentance, forgiveness, and newness! That's the promise of the Good News in Christ. 

This old hymn sums it up: "You ask why I am happy, so I will tell you why - because my sins are gone. 
They're underneath the blood on the cross of Calvary, as far removed as darkness is from dawn; in the sea of 
God's forgetfulness, it's good enough for me. Praise God, my sins are gone!" 

In God's Kingdom, beggars are welcome.
